Theodore Kemp, 87-year-old Con­ 
federate veteran residing in New­ 
ark. Ohio, and the only survivor of 
twelve men who were sent to find 
General Job S tuart’s cavalry dur­ 
ing the battle of Gettysburg, re­ 
called the circum stances of tile ad ­ 
venture which was one of the most 
im portant as far as Lee’s chances 
of winning the battle here was con­ 
cerned. 
His story follows: 
Stuart and his raiders had ad ­ 
vanced into Pennsylvania and had 
succeeded in causing considerable 
damage around Carlisle and H arris­ 
burg Mr. Kemp recalled. 
At that 
time, he said, his command was just 
east of the Blue Ridge. S tu art had 
started north before Lee crossed in­ 
to M aryland just before the battle 
of Gettysburg. S tu art’s orders were 
to report a t Gettysburg prior to 
July I. 
The battle of Gettysburg had al­ 
ready been started and S tuart had 
not yet shown up, he said. The first 
day's fighting had 
started 
many 
hours before, when the confederate 
officers asked for volunteers to find 
Stuart 
and 
deliver 
urgent 
dis­ 
patches. 
Continuing in the words of Mr 
Kemp, “I was m ounted on a fine 
Virginia m are, which I had been 
riding only a m onth or so, and as 
the horse was in better condition 
than some of the others, 
I 
w’as 
among those picked. There were 12 
of us to rids out by different roads 
rn the search 
for 
Stuart. 
Jeb 
S tuart 
had 
started 
north 
with 
about 10.000 men and our leaders 
wanted him at Gettysburg. 
After 
riding hard the rest of the day, 
three of us reached Dillsburg about 
m idnight, 20 odd miles north of 
G ettysburg. There we found Stuart 
encamped. 
Delivered Messages 
“We 
delivered 
our 
messages, 
which were verbal as none of us 
carried w ritten dispatches. 
After 
we had turned over our messages to 
Stuart, he told us th a t he would 
prepare immediately to leave for 
G ettysburg. He told us to rest until 
they were ready to leave and showed 
us a barn loft where we could lie 
down. 
He said th a t he would have 
us 
called 
when 
ready 
to 
leave. 
About daybreak, the three of us 
woke up and found th a t S tu art’s 
com m and had broken cam p and 
m arched off 
without waking 
us. 
T here wp were, more than 20 miles 
away 
from 
our 
com mand 
and 
S tu a rt’s forces gone. 
“We caught our horses and sta rt­ 
ed back. On the way we heard Hie 
sound of firing to our right, where 
the federals were trying to prevent 
S tu a rt from reaching the m ain part 
of the confederate army. 
Stuart 
had captured a large 
num ber of 
wagons from a federal convoy, but 
finally reached Gettysburg without 
any great loss,” recalled the vet­ 
eran. 
Tells Of Campfire 
A nother 
interesting 
experience 
was related by Mr. Kemp concern­ 
ing Ids capture. 
“On the 27th of 
May, 1864, our command was under 
the leadership of G eneral Bradley T. 
Johnson, of Maryland. 
We

RUSSIAN SHIP

Are “Safe And Well And

The news th a t Moyle and Allen 
had been found on a remote and 
uninhabited island followed within 
a few hours the receipt of a terse 
message th at a British traw ler in 
the North sea had found the rem ­ 
nants of an airship identified as the 
D etroit-to-Copenhagen 
plane 
of 
Parker Cram er and 
Oliver 
Pac- 
quette. 
M eantime, 
the 
Atlantic 
seaboard 
was

fruitlessly 
for the Junkers plane of three for­ 
eign airm en which was two days 
overdue in New York from Lisbon, 
Portugal. 
On Board Soviet Steamer 
Allen and Moyle, who dropped

(Continued from First Pace) 
tillery, infantry and cavalry. 
We 
were doing reconnoitering in M ary­ 
land, the prim ary purpose of which J 
was to stop any raiding or foraging j 
of union troops. 
"Our command of probably around 
200 men, was near Hanover Ju n c­ 
tion, when we suddenly came upon 
some federal cavalry. Our general 
apparently 
did 
not 
know 
the 
strength of the union force, for we 
were ordered out into a nearby field 
where we could meet them. 
The 
field was surrounded by woods and 
as we deployed into position, the 
union cavalry came out of the woods 
in front of us. As I remember now, 
there was line after line of the blue­ 
coated men on horseback and they 
were equipped with repeating rifles. 
I had only one opportunity to fire i 
as the m an on my right and left 
fell dead, both toppling against mc 
We later found that our little group 
of about 200 had faced a union force 
of about 4,000, and armed with bet­ 
ter guns. 
Ordered To Retreat 
"We were given thq command of 
‘fours right’ as our leaders attem p t­ 
ed to escape through the woods to 
the rear of us. There was a ravine 
there, through which ran a road, 
and our survivors dashed through 
th at road. I was near the rear, and 
as I came up to the top of the ra ­ 
vine, some of our men were stan d ­ 
ing there and told us to check the 
advance of the federals, who 7,'cre 
rapidly pursuing us. 
"We firecf at them wfih our re­ 
volvers. sufficient to check them mo­ 
m entarily, and then started towards 
the rest of our men, who were sonic 
distance away by th a t time. 
We 
had to pass through a gate which 
opened in the fence. 
The gate 
opened towards us and as tile first 
rider reached it, his horse rared and 
kicked the gate shut. O ther m em ­ 
bers of the 
northern arm y were 
filtering through the woods by that 
time and my horse was shot from 
under me. 
"The next thing I remember was 
being surrounded by the enemy, 
while one of the Industrious cavalry­ 
men was trying to cut my hat off 
with his saber. 
I could not draw 
min*., as I was hemmed In too close­ 
ly, but I held my gun above my 
head to protect me from the blows. 
Just then I heard someone say 
‘T h at’s enough, give th at m an a 
horse.’ ’’ 
Saved By General 
Mr. Kemp then said th at he was 
given a m ount and taken back to 
the union camp where he found 
th a t the m an who had probably 
saved him from being cut down was 
General Custer. “I was taken to his 
cam p where I was questioned about 
the location of 
Lee’s cavalry, of 
which I knew nothing of course,” 
Kemp said. “Ouster didn’t pursue 
the rest of our men. which probably 
was due to the fact th a t he didn’t 
w ant to engage in a clash until he 
learned the location and strength 
of our forces.

Unusual Letter Left Behind 
By Slain Racketeer 
Names His Killers. 


Chicago, Sept. 17 (AP)—An amaz­ 
ing document—a flurry of dispelled 
words charging that murder 
and 
graft formed a solid link between 
the city’s underworld and its duly 
appointed law enforcement bodies 
—was made public Wednesday and 
has got all Chicago guessing as to 
its authenticity. 
The letter which it is claimed 
was written by Mike (“De Pike”) 
Heitler, West Side racketeer, be­ 
fore he was shot and burned to 
death last April on a lonely coun­ 
try road, lists eight men as those 
who Mike was sure would murder 
him. It calls Alfred (“Jake") Lin­ 
gle. the murdered Tribune report­ 
er, a “fixer” and states he was 
slain because he double crossed Al 
Capone. 
Graft Charges Made 
Accusations of graft paid to po­ 
lice captains, to a deputy commis­ 
sioner and a high prohibition en­ 
forcement official are made in the 
letter, the names of the accused 
being deleted. The document fol­ 
lows closely the theory regarding 
the cause 
of the 
Lingle murder, 
which occurred on Michigan boule­ 
vard a year ago last June—that 
the killing of the newspaper man 
followed a falling out between him 
and West Side gamblers and liquor 
purveyors after Lingle had failed 
to provide protection. 
In quaint style Mike—if it was 
he that wrote the letter—thus de­ 
scribes the 
men who he 
figured 
would kill him: 
“ . . . but I will say that if 
anything happens I will keep these 
people responsible."

ANGINA PECTORIS 
Angina pectoris is a symptom of 
a disease condition Involving the so­ 
called coronary arteries of the heart. 
The disease is characterized by an 
excruciating pain which comes on 
suddenly and is located under the 
breast bone. During an attack the 
patient complains of a sense of com­ 
pression and restriction in the chest 
and of “threatening death.” 
In essence, angina pectoris is evi­ 
dence of the fact that greater de­ 
mands are * made upon the heart 
than it is capable of responding to. 
An individual suffering from an­ 
gina pectoris must, therefore, ac­ 
cept his condition as a warrant to 
modify and adjust his life. Physical 
effort and emotional strain must be 
reduced to the minimum. 
Worry, 
anxiety, loss of sleep, all tend to 
aggravate the condition of the an­ 
gina pectoris victim. 
He must, therefore, learn to un­ 
derstand and accept his condition 
emotionally and intellectually, and 
by limiting his activities to within 
a safe degree, avoid excessive strains. 
With the modern diagnostic in­ 
struments available to the physi­ 
cian, the electro-cardiograph, the 
x-ray. etc., it is possible to make a 
fairly precise diagnosis of how much 
damage the heart has suffered and 
to knowingly determine the amount 
of activity permissible to the pa­ 
tient.

Pays Debt Before 
He Dies Iii 79th Year 


New York, S ept 17 (AP)—Leo­ 
pold Zimmermann, veteran 
Wall 
Street banker, who devoted his final 
years to strenuous labors to repay 
clients who had lost in his firm, died 
at his home in his 79th year Tues­ 
day, and presumably died happy, for 
he could see the way clear to pay 
up the last dollar. 
Although well past the threescore 
and 
ten 
mark 
when 
his 
firm, 
Zimmermann & Forshay, was car­ 
ried into receivership by the col­ 
lapse of the old German currency, 
he was not content that his former 
clients should get merely a re­ 
ceiver’s settlement. He was allowed 
to resume business, and voluntarily 
paid out substantial sums from htjft, 
earnings from the new firm of the 
same name to redeem his pledges 
to old clients.
